Gentlemen of: the Harik Council and. House of Representatives : 
The Legislative Assembly: convenespihe present year, under 
very favorable auspices. ‘The condition. of Colorado, in every 
respect, is very considerably. improved sincd: this period last, 
year. Indeed, at no time-have its prospects’ been;so. bright. 
Fhe mining interest, which i is the basis ‘of the business life of 
the Territory, is recovering its former prosperity. The blight 
which had fallen upon it: in consequence of the spirit of specu- 
lation that had been encouraged in all quarters, has, to'a great 
extent, been removed, and the increased confidence and activity 
noticeable in the mineral. ‘regions ‘during ‘the past few months, 
, ig:abundant evidence, if:evidence were wanting, that the regular 
pursuit.of mining as a business, is far more profitable to com- 
munities than the effort’ to effect merely: EDGE EMO sales of 
property. 
~ For, however MT ERN it may be .to individuals, to dis. 
pose of undeveloped claims, at large prices, to eastern com- 
panies, the general mining interest suffers by every such trans- 
action. "Frequently so large an'amount.is expended in thé 
purchase of the property that but a small sum, comparatively, 
remains in the hands of the:company to be used “in working 
their lodes;.and, in many cases.-heretofore, the difficulties and 
expense necessary to the erection of proper machinery: have 
appeared so formidable that the: purchasers have never'speht a 
dollar in. the: "Ferritory. on. their.claims, preferring rather to 
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lose what the property originally cost them, than to make fur- 
ther investments. 

These remarks are applicable not only to bogus elaims—in 
the sale of which every mining country suffers—but to the 
sales of properties which are beyond doubt rich in` minerals” . 

On the contrary, every dollar which is expended in actually 
developing the mines—in the erection of machinery, in exper: 
iments on new processes, even though the experiments: should 
only partially succeed, or wholly fail adds so much to the. 
material wealth of the community, and aids every branch of 
‘industry. Hach failure makes eventual success more certain, 
and brings nearer the day when the difficulties encountered, in 
working the ores shall disappear, and the patient, persistent 
and intelligent efforts of the miners be. Grówned. with a. great. 
reward. A eee ^ 

In this view the condition of the nou interddts of Colas! 
rado appears to me far more satisfactory and SHOES, than} 
ib Was a year ago. 

The law passed by Congress in relation to mineral lands, in. 
response to appeals from the various mining regions, though 
not all that could be desired, is yet só efficient in its provisions 
as to-secure very beneficial results by inspiring the mmmers 
everywhere with the utmost confidence in their. titles, which’ 
now have the authority of Government for their security. . 

The crops of this season, more abundant than those of any. 
previous year, will furnish: ample supplies for home consump»: 
tion; and, probably, a considerable surplus will remain: for ex- 
portation to regions further west. The advantage of this pro- 
duct can scarcely be over-estimated in its benefit to every class 
of the community, and every business interest. The numerous: 
streams afford the nieans of easy and complete irrigation to the 
- fertile lands along their banks, which are capable of producing 
larger crops than are known to Eastern farmers, and which ask 
only the magic touch of labor to pour their abundance into.the 
lap of the husbandman. Indeed, every enquiry demonstrates 
more certainly the illimitable resources of Colorado. The 
mines need nothing but labor to make them profitable in excess 
of all that has ever been claimed for them; the farmer is sure 
of large harvests; the climate is wonderfully healthful and in- 
vigorating, and every feature of the country invites the emi-. 
grant, and gives to his industry the assurance of success. 

The two lines of the Pacific Railroad are. making rapid: 
strides towards our borders. Their routes across the mountains. 
appear yet to be undetermined, but the indications. are that 
branch roads will have to be constructed to intersect both lines.. 

I call your attention to this subject with a viewitd an enquiry 
upon your part, as to what legislation-may be né¢cessary.to meet: 
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the emergency. If,'as now seems: to be determined, the North- 
ern road should diverge from the line of ithe’ Platte at the 
mouth of the Cache-a la Poudre, or at somé point: east’ of: that, 
then the proper course would "be to takë steps io secure the 
construction ‘of a road up ‘the Platte River to: the ‘mouth 
of Clear Creek, and up the valley of that sttéam; so ‘rich ‘in 
its agricultural resources, to: Goldén City; the’ sbat of bovern- 
ment of the Territory, located directly at the entrance to the 
mountains. From this point, the central mining region, which 
now furnishes the business of the whole of this section of the 
Territory would: be easily reached.’ This route. would be. so 
natural and easy thatthe road could. be constructed at a com- 
paratively trifling cost;.and it would be in a direct line with the 
Berthoud Pass, which will probably yet be ‘adopted after an 
enormous effort to avoid it, and an extravagant’ expenditure of 
money on the Northern ling. - 

If the Southern line should adopt either the Arkansas ot the ` 
Sangre de Christo Pass, which seems probable, then a road 
should be constructed from Golden City to the nearest point of 
intersection of the line on the Arkansas River:: For both these 
branch roads; Congress could be ‘easily induced tó make’ a 
liberal appropriation of lands, if nót'of money. THe Territory 
might undertake both these works; and thus meet the views of 
‘Congress i in the bill they passed last: session, requiring the lines 
of the Pacific: Railroad to anite ata point: nos more than BRy 
m ‘west of Dénver; . tan - 

"Since the opening of the: — ‘there: ias Ta I steadily 
ihereising emigration from the East, and: the influence of tHe 
railroads has affected this, as it has all other interests; : by 
clieapening and: increasing the nearis of access tö our minéral 
regions, and the great inducements held out, both for mining 
and agriculture, have secured .to Colorado a i large additional 
population during the year. -í 

It affords me’great pleasure to-be-able to -— ‘that the serious 
apprehensions of danger of an extensive: Indian war which I 
found existing in the publie mind ŭpon my’ arrival in the Ter- 
ritory, have almost’ entirely passed way. Not’ the ‘slightest 
disturbance -has 6ccurred among the‘Indians of this superinten- 
dency during thë year. The recent outbre&k ön- the southern 
border formis no -exveption to this.remark, as that was a foray 
by New Mexican Indians, which was: promptly quelled: by the 
officer in command at Fort Stevens. 

- Much of my time during last simmer was spent among the 
Utes in the mountains, havihg ‘held councils: with three: bands 
of them in the Middle:Park and the San Luis Valley, under: in- 
structions froti the Government at Washington, and I have ‘ho 
small satisfaction in expressing the belief’ that these interviews, 
. by impressing the Indians with the liberal intentions as well ag 
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the firm purposes of the Government, tended mainly to secure 
the peace of the Territory. 

In a recent interview with the: TUN S of: Indian Affairs 
I received the assurance that pains would be taken to secure the 
faithful execution of the treaty with the Tabeguaches, and 
measures adopted which would probably include the other 
bands of the Utes in similar provisions, so that future danger 
to the settlements may be removed, and the welfare of the In- 
dians secured. 

The report of the Adjutant General will exhibit the proceed- 
ings under the act of Assembly of last session, providing for 
the payment of the officers and men of the First Regiment of 
volunteer mounted militia. 'l'hatlaw proves to be in its results 
just what I predicted in my message to the Legislative Assem- 
bly it would be. 

The failure of. the Assembly to provide the means for pay- 
ment of interest upon these bonds, has so affected their value, 
that many of the parties to whom they were issued were unable 
to realize more than fifty per cent. of their face. The bill pro- 
fessed to be a measure of relief to the soldiers who had ren- 
dered service to their country in time of need, but it was only 
"keeping the word of promise to the ear, and breaking it to the 
hope,” and defective as the bill was in itself, making no pro- 
vision for the payment either of principal or interest, the evil 
was aggravated by the action of the Territorial Auditor in 
issuing warrants for the interest not due until next April, thus 
burdening the Territory with the obligation to pay a debt for 
which no provision was made, and in anticipation of Bem ma- 
turity. 

The report of the Adjutant General will also'show what pro- 
gress has been made toward perfecting the records of the several 
regiments and independent companies furnished to the Govern; 
ment by Colorado. These records, so essential to the military 
history of the Territory, and so important to every soldier, are 
meagre and confused; the muster rolls of every regiment are 
incomplete, and the partial records in the office have been ob- 
tained only by great effort. Some further legislation will be 
necessary to complete t$he;work in this department. 

In September last.I received from the War Department a 
copy of the law passed.by Congress at its last session, author- 
izing the Secretary of. Wear.to settle with thé authorities of the 
Territory— hog. v 

i“ For the services of the Ist Beinen of. Golorado Mounted 
Militia, called into.the sefviee of the ,Whited..States onthe - 
requisition of Colonel Thomas Moonlight; ‘ih 1863, and fot:the 
services. of any other forces of the said. Territory, which- were 
TO in s service, of the. United. States on: ‘the call of. the 
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Governor of the Territory in 1864, allowing in each settlement 
all amounts paid by the Territory, to the said troops, for pay, 
use of horses, clothing, and other. proper allowances during the 
time when they were actually i in the service; and that he report 
the amount found to be justly due to said Territory, to Con- 
gress in December next." 

This letter was: accompanied by a WEM giving directions 
in detail.as to the manner in which the required information 
was to be furnished to-the. War Department. . 

At the time of its receipt, the Adjutant General was absent, 
and it was at once apparent that from the unsatisfactory state 
of the records before alluded to, the report required by the 
War Department could be prepared only by some' one thor- 
oughly versed in the routine and forms of military papers. I 
therefore appointed Captain C. G. Cox, as Acting Adjutant Gen- 
eral, and with a view to obtaining. promptly all the necessary 
information within reach, associated with him Colonel Samuel . 
E. Browne, who had commanded the 1st Regiment of Colorado 
Volunteer Mounted Militia, and an. independent company in 
1864. 

I made these appointments . because of the immediate neces- 
sity of the case, apprising these’.gentlemen, that: there was no 
provision for their payment, but that I believed without doubt 
the. Legislature would see that they received a fair compeénsa- 
tion. It will be seen by the elaborate report accompanying this 
message, that the research has. been extensive : and the labor 
arduous.

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Tt would be idle to attempt to conceal the fact that there are 
two parties to this issue in the Territory, although strenuous 
efforts have been made to create the impression abroad that the 
people were united on the question. But here, where the evi. 
dence is readily attainable, it would, be equally idle to deny 
that the party desiring a State Government forms a very small 
portion of the pppulation, and is represented by those who 
seek personal aggrandizement and place at the expense of the 
welfare of the Territory, And to aid them in their efforts, 
they have had control of three newspapers, by means of which 
they-have reached the public mind in the east, but which have 
reflected only the ambitious views of the faction they represent, 
and not the publio sentiment of the 'l'erritory- 

lt may not be amiss to give a brief history of this question 
from the beginning. 

Congress, in 1864, passed a law to enable the people to form 
a State Government if they desired to do so. After a very 
thorough discussion of the subject, they decided that it was 
inexpedient to adopt a State Government. 

This seemed to close the question, the power, under the Act 
of Congress, being completely exhausted; but in 1865, a‘'move- 
ment was made by a few aspiring men, to effect, if possible, a 
reconsideration of this decision. A convention was galled ‘in 
which only eleven counties out of seventeen were represented. 
By this convention a constitution was framed, which it is-pre- 
tended was adopted by a majority of 155. There was no law 
governing this vote, and no restraints whatever surrounded ‘the 
proceedings, and the so-called vote’ was no indication of the 
sentiment of the people. E 

The people of the United States in this proéeeding, were 
asked to accept a constitution made only for white men, claithing 
the right to exclude persons from all participation in the gov- 
ernment, solely on the ground of their color—a principle repu- 
diated long years ago by many of the older States—New York 
and Massachusetts for example, and even by Missouri, which 
until the war, had been a slave State, and this was done in the 
face of the fact that the people of the United States had ao- 
cepted the services of this proscribed class to sustain the Gov- 
ernment, which it is alleged in this constitution was made only 
for white men, and not only so, but they have so arranged the 
constitution as to render it almost impossible to amend it m. 
this respect—requiring two-thirds of both branches of the 
Legislature, before a step can be taken in that direction. The 
absurdity of this proposition, under the circumstances, seems 
very apparent. : p

the care with which the work has been done and the population. 
enumerated, and their accuracy is acquiesced in by every por- 
tion of the territory with the exception of a single county, and. 
of the correctness of that one there is no-reason to doubt.

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This result will doubtless produce great disappointment in 
the public mind because of the studied effort to create the im- 
pression that the population was much larger, although the 
prudent, thinking portion of the community—those who have 
the taxes to pay and the burden of the government to sustain, 
felt assured all the whilethat the effort was a merely selfish one 
to support the ambitious schemes of designing men. The ex-: 
 aggerations of the pepulation have been but a small portion of 
the misrepresentations by which they sought to accomplish 
their purpose. 

The fact that the population is small does us no hartn—the 
truth never does injury, it is only the perversion that does mis- 
chief. It isa cause of wonder that the population is as great 
as it is under the circumstances that have surrounded the hbis- 
tory of the territory. lf there is blame to be. attached to any 

narty in relation to this question it must fall on those who have 

5een guilty of these misrepresentations, and not on the last leg- 
islature, who sought by their enactments to bring out the truth, 
and thus g guard the public against. an imposition. 

Among the grave objections the people. urge against ihe ad- 
"nission, is that there is not a dollar in.the treasury to begin the 
zovernment with, and an onerous system of taxation wouldibe 
immediately necessary. Unlike all the. territories which have 
heretofore been admitted, there has been no appropriation from 
the national treasury for the erection of public buildings; or the 
construction of roads, nor even an acre of land. granted upon 
which to base asystem of education. Colorado has grown to its 
present fair proportions under most.adverse circumstances, hav- 
ing encountered not only the evils of the war against the rebel- 
lion, but the incursion of the Indian tribes surrounding it onal} 
its borders. And the people can see no reason why they should 
before they are prepared, take upon themselves the burdens of 
a State government when no publie good is to be obtained “by 
the sacrifice—the admission of the State having no possible 
bearing upon present national affairs. 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislative Assembly, I 
have traversed almost the entire area of the ter ritory, mingling 
freely with every portion of its citizens, among the miners and. 
in the agricultural districts, and I am convinced thai at least 
two- thirds of the people are adverse to the formation of a State 
government. In whole sections, the entire population are àp- 
posed to it with scareely a dissenting voice, while.in no portion 
is there any considerable degree of unanimity. in»its favor. If 
this opinion is doubted, its accuracy can be easily ascertained 
by. affording the people a fair opportunity..to. speak for them- 
selves.. 

Tf Congress desires the admission of the State, and: the pedple

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of the territory wish it, the errs can be consummated at 
the next session with equal advantage to every interest that 


could be obtained by admitting it now. But if the people of ` 


Colorado do.not want the State government, it surely cannot be 
the purpose of Congress to force it upon them against their 
will There is therefore this advantage in favor of postponing 
any action until the next Congress, namely: that ng possible 
harm can result from delay, but if the admission is made now, 
against the wish of the people, nó matter how earnest might be 
their protest, there would be no remedy for the wrong. 

-I have gone into this subject in detail, under the impression 
that there was a claim upon me for a candid statement and dis- 
cussion of the whole question, not only on the part of the peo- 
ple of this territory, but the people of the whole nation, who 
- are interested in the action of Congress, where the question ig 


now pending. A fair representation by citizens of Colorado to. 


the Senate, induced that body, at its last session, after.a most 
deliberate and exhaustive discussion of the question, to reject 
the bill for the admission by a very large majority. For rea- 


sons it is difficult to comprehend, unless it be that they were: 


influenced by misrepresentations of the most palpable character, 
the Senate reversed their action. The House of Representa-

tives, greatly to the surprise of the people here, and against the. 


votes they had cast all winter on kindred subjects, followed 
their example, and it seems to me proper, therefore, that the 
question should be thoroughly discussed before finally disposed 
_ of. If the facts are as I have stated them, it is wrong that the 


uw 


publie should be any longer misled on the subject, and that.. 
Congress should longer be annoyed with claims to seats, by- 


aspirants for congressional Honors, who were elected without 
law, have no valid credentials, and represent no constituency. 

I addressed a special message to the Legislative Assembly at 
its last session, on the subject of the laws in relation to the col- 
ored population. On one point, namely, the injustice that had 
been inflicted upon them by taxing them for the support of the 
public schools, while excluding their children from all partici- 


pation in the benefit of these schools, the legislature promptly . 


corrected the evil complained of. But on the other -branch of 


the subject, in regard to the political rights of that elass of our: 


population, the legislature took no action whatever. -I think - 


this is deeply to be regretted. 
I cannot do less than reiterate. my surprise that such legisla- 


tion should have found a place on your statute books, and par- - 


ticularly that it should have been enacted at the period when 


the colored men were everywhere rallying to the support of the. 


government and iis flag. 
During the whole of the war they had been the friends of 
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our prisoners who were unfortunately in the hands of the rebel 
authorities; they had sheltered them whenever an opportunity 
offered —had protected them against the blood-hounds of the 
foe, and screened them whenever it was possible, from the more 
savage ferocity of the owners of the dogs, and so soon as the 
country was willing.to accept their services they enrolled them- 
selyes in the army in such numbers as finally to turn the tide 
of war in our favor. 

At that moment when they were rendering such invaluable 
aid to the country, offering up their lives in the service, a large 
portion of that class of population in the territory having en- 
listed, this odious law depriving them of the elective franchise 
which they had previously ‘enjoyed and exercised, was enacted. 
i say again, it is difficult to find words to express the surprise 
natural at such a proceeding, and I hope the Assembly will not 
lose a day in cerrecting the wrong by erasing the record from 
the statute book. 

It is true, slavery is abolished, but if its spirit remains, and 
a caste is to be retained among us by which a part of the people 
are to be deprived of their political rights, and of all hope of 
improvement in their condition, no matter how upright or 
meritorious their conduct, or to what degree of inteligence 
they may attain, it seems to me the war for the suppression of 
ihe o will prove to have been only a partial success, 
and leaveus with the root of the evil, ready again at a favorable 
moment to germinate and produce incalculable mischief, 

The legislature will do itself credit in responding tothe pub- 
lic sentiment'of the country on the subject, by establishing im- 
partial suffrage, offering it to all classes and colors, on the same 
conditions. 

During the discussion on the subject in Congress it was said 
that the ease was not fairly stated in the communication I ad- 
dressed to the Legislative Assembly. I can only say that I in- 
tended to be scrupulously correct in tho statement I made on 
the subject. But that it may be perfectly clear, and that there 
may be no possibility of misapprehension, T subjoin : 

First—The entire section from the Act of Congress organiz- 
ing the territory, relating to this question. 

Second—The entire section relating to the subject, from the 
Act of the Territorial Legislature, passed at its first session in 
1861, copied from the original law, on file in the Secretary's 
effice. 

Third—The entire section of an Act passed . by the Legisla- 
ture at its session of 1864, amending the act of 1861, depriving 
negroes and mulattoes of the right to vote, copied also from 
the or iginal law on file in the Secretary’s office.
